Madre Blvd. 

The nine - room, wooden 
house was empty at the 
time, the Jack Harold fam¬ 
ily- husband, wife and six 
children - - having removed 
Sunday after having auc¬ 
tioned off tlieir household 
goods that day. They are re¬ 
ported returning to their 
former home in Indiana. 

CHIEF BROWN says that 
the fire originated in the 
service porch of the almost 
square - built building ^ ^d 
spread up a dothei bhutfe To 
the second floor and attic. 

Jack Roscoe of the real 
estate firm bearing his 
name at 71 Hacienda Dr., 
Arcadia, had recently put 
the house up for sale, plac¬ 
ing a $27,500 price tag on it. 
He has owned the property 
since July 15, 1960, and re¬ 
ports it was fully covered by 
Insurance. 

During the blaze one truck 
and crew from the Arcadia 
Fire Department stood by in 
case a second fire broke out 
in another part of Sierra 
Madre. This is in line with 
the reciprocal agreement be¬ 
tween the two cities. 

INVESTIGATION was ask¬ 
ed by the Temple City Coun¬ 
ty Arson Squad following 
Initial inquiry by Chief 
Brown and the Sierra Madre 
police. 

During the fire traffic was

3" — 1,000 cubic feet or less.12.00 

(b) Prom 1,001 cubic feet to 5,000 cubic feet, 14 cents per 100 
cubic feet or fraction thereof. 

(c) Prom 5,001 cubic feet to 20,000 cubic feet, 12 cents per 100 
cubic feet or fraction thereof. 

(d) For each 100 cubic feet or fraction thereof in excess of 20,000, 
11 cents per 100 cubic feet. 

(e) The following flat rates shall be charged and collected by the 
Water Department for temporary services which may be furnished 
in the discretion of the Water Superintendent. 

1. For settling each 100 lineal feet of backfill in trenches not 
over 3 feet in depth, per foot of width—$1.00. Additional depths 
and/or widths shall be charged for proportionately. 

2. For water used for street improvement or otherwise—20 cents 

per 100 cubic feet. ^ . 

(f) When a water bill is rendered for any period of time less 

than the regular period for water furnished, the regular minimum 
charge shall be prorated, provided, however, that a minimum of one- 
fourth of such period shall be charged. ^ ^ 

SECTION 3. Section 8307 of the Sierra Madre City Code Is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 8307. Delivery Outside City. ^ 

All water furnished by the City of Sierra Madre outside the 
City Limits of Sierra Madre shall be delivered through meters and 
the meter rate for water so furnished shall be 21 cents per 100 
cubic feet.

NEW YORK—American in¬ 
dustry will spend almost as 
much on new plants and 
equipment this year as it did 
last, and emphasis will be 
on modernization, research 
and new product develop¬ 
ment to meet competition aj 
home and abroad. • 

The 1961 estimate of total 
capital outlays has been re¬ 
vised slightly upward sinc^ 
last fall and now reads $35 
billion, 350 million, only one 
per cent less than the $35 
billion, 690 million spent last 
lear, a survey by McGraw- 
Hill Publishing Co. shows. 

The survey reveals that 70 
per cent of planned expendi¬ 
tures in 1961 will go for mod¬ 
ernization of existing plant 
and equipment, highest such 
percentage on record. It also 
was noted that Industry 
plans to increase its capacity 
at a rate of slightly mope 
than 3 per cent a year dur¬ 
ing the next four years.
